Late Monday afternoon, Doysey 
Trailers, Inc. filed for Chapter 11 
bankruptey in U. S. Middle Dis- 
trict Court in Montgomery. As of 
Tuesday afternoon the case had 
not yet been entered into the 
court's computer system and 
therefore no schedule of hearings, 
assigned judge, or other informa- 
tion was available, 

A case filed under the United 
States chapter 1] Bankruptey 
Code is frequently referred to as a 
“reorganization” bankruptey. In 
the case of a successful petition to 
the court, the successful petitioner 
automatically assumes an addi- 
tional identity as the “debtor in

A written disclosure statement 
and a plan of reorganization must 
be filed with the court. The disclo- 
sure statement must contain infor- 
mation concerning the assets, lia- 
bilities, and business affairs of the 
debtor sufficient to enable a credi- 
tor to make an informed judgment 
about the debtor's plan of reorga- 
nization. 

The bankruptey judge has the 
authority to grant an automatic 
stay, which provides for a period 
of time in which all judgments, 
collections activities, foreclosures, 
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union vote not to accept what 
amounted to about a 30% wage cut

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and repossessions of property are 
suspended and may not be pur- 
sued oy the creditors on any debt 
or claim that arose before the fil- 
ing of the bankruptey petition 

Rules of the bankruptcy court 
allow a “debtor in possession” a 
one-time righ’? to convert the 
chapter || case to chapter 7 bank- 
ruptcy, 

The debtor in possession has 
120 days to file a plan of reorgani- 
zation. Also under the chapter 11 
case, a liquidating plan is permis- 
sible. Such a plan often allows the 
debtor in possession to liquidate 
the business under more economi-

Whitworth’s 
phone numbers are 897-3125 or 
897-1700. Tuesday Whitworth said 
she was working on getting jobs for 
individual laid-off workers, but the 
process was slow. She added, “Any 
person we match with an open job 
is one more family off the unem- 
ployed list.” 

A copy of a letter from the Busi- 
ness Representative of IAM & AW 
District Lodge 75 to the union Inter- 
national, dated November 29th, 
related verbal information the repre- 
sentatives had received the previous 
day from Dorsey management still 
working at the plant. The letter was 
signed by Business Representative 


B.R. Brownell, Brownell and Dis- 
trict Lodge Rep. Jeff Smith 
explained that they had had several 
telephone conversations with per- 
sonnel at the Elba plant and had 
received the following information: 

1. The remaining 320 employees 
would be notified of permanent lay- 
off by mail “tomorrow” 

2. Bankruptcy is imminent. 

3. Health insurance benefits 
lapsed, effective November I1, 
2000, 

4. Employees will receive their 
last paycheck on Friday, December 
1, 2000, 

5. No vacation taken after 
November 24, 2000 will be paid. 
Vacation remaining on the books 
will not be paid. 

6, Employees can pick up their 
tools on Thursday and Friday. 

The two union reps said their 
legal department was looking into 
what could be violations of the law 
in the termination of the health 
insurance retroactive to November 
Itth, while employee contributions 
to the health insurance plan were 
still being deducted from pay 
checks, 

Dorsey Trailers began in Elba in 
1911 when brothers Henry and Pete 
Dorsey opened a machine shop, fol- 
lowed by manufacturing a stump 
puller which was used around the 
world, with a number of the units 
being exported to Russia. Their first 
trailer was reportedly built and sold 
in the early 1920's. The company 
continued to grow and played a sig- 
nificant part in the war effort during 
WWII, earning special honors from 
the U. S. Government for the com- 
pany’s contribution, 

The family sold the company to a 
public corporation, which operated 
it for over 30 years. In the late 
1980's it was again sold in a man- 
agement buy-out with Marilyn 
Marks as CEO. Ms. Marks remains 
CEO of the company at this time.

per police officer for a total of 
twelve. The officers have no arrest 
powers except at the direction of a 
certified officer and they do not 
drive patrol vehicles; however they 
are allowed to carry a weapon, 
They receive the same in-house 
training as regular officers and they 
do have to qualify (fire their 
weapon and meet minimum stan- 
dards on a firing range) in the same 
manner as full-time and part-time 
officers. They receive no compen- 
sation for their service to the town, 

Later in the meeting, the council 
did approve paying for workman's 
compensation insurance for the 
reserve officers. The annual cost to 
the town is $73 per officer. 

Ms. Susan Steck addressed the 
council and told them of Enterprise 
State Junior College’s plans to con- 
struct a new building on campus. It 
will be used for three different pur- 
poses - (1) a portion of the facility 
will be dedicated to the performing 
and cultural arts; (2) an area for 
training for business and industry; 
and (3) another area will be used 
for continuing education and com- 
munity activities, 

Members of the council were 
given a prepared booklet showing 
the floor plan and architectural 
sketches of what the building will 
look like when finished. 

The total cost of the new facility 
is projected to be $6 million, Steck 
told council members that area 
businesses and communities are 
being asked to assist college offi- 
cials in raising about $1.5 million 
of the projected cost, The remain- 
ing revenue is expected to come 
from county, state and federal 
sources, 

“We're coming to ask you to help 
with that public portion,” Steck told 
council members, “We're asking 
your city to make a donation - a 
financial donation - to our cam- 
paign. 

“We are not proposing an 
amount,,,We're asking you do do 
what is within your means to show 


that your town is in favor to such a 
degree that you will put some 
money toward this building pro- 
ject.” 

At the recommendation of Mayor 
Charles Cole, the council went on 
record as “totally supporting the 
project to best of the town’s ability 
- financially or whatever the need 
might be.” 

Turning to finances, Mayor Cole 
reported that the town’s ending bal- 
ance in the “checkbook” was 
$38,665.90 as of 10/31/2000, The 
cash flow through the town’s cof- 
fers for the month of November 
was $31,561.61 giving a total of 
$70,227.51, The expenses incurred 
during the month (through 
11/30/200) totaled $38,873.28 leay- 
ing a balance in the “checkbook” of 
$31,354.23. 

The council approved payment of 
bills totaling $24,676.60.

down the original courthouse in 
Carrollton, Fearing the law, Mr. 
Wells fled the country and stayed 
away for several years. In 1878, 
after a new courthouse was built, 
Mr. Wells paid a return visit to his 
grandmother; but, as the story goes, 
word got out quickly that he was 
back in town, and he was arrested 
for arson. 

An officer told Mr. Wells that he 
could protect him from the angry 
mob gathered at the jail by putting 
him in the tiny garret room high 
atop Carrollton’s new courthouse. 
Mr. Wells sat in the room, which 
had windows on all four sides, and 
watched a crowd gather below. 

The mass of people wanted to 
kill Henry Wells for burning the 
original courthouse. A fierce thun- 
derstorm erupted and lightning 
began striking everywhere, but the 
rain did not cool the tempers of the 
townsfolk below. Reportedly, 
Henry Wells said, “If you kill me 
now, I will haunt you forever!”

1842 Charles Dickens wrote, “We 
slept at the Galt House Hotel and 
were as handsomely lodged as 
though we had been in Paris.” In 
1865 the hotel was destroyed by 
fire and the next Galt House 
opened in 1869 at First and Main. 
In 1972, the New Galt House arose 
at Fourth and Main, and in 1986 the 
East Tower, making the Galt House 
one of the nation’s biggest hotels.

New Dove Is A 
Bonus To Dove Hunters 


love hunting, but T hesitated to shoot because they appeared too large for- 
loves. [assumed they must be pigeons that belonged to someone nearby, 

\ hunter on the next stand bagged one of the “pigeons” and walked 
flown to my stand to show me what appeared to be a dove but was much 
irger than our native morning dove 

This was my first introduction to the Eurasian Collared-Dove, This dove 
has become fairly common across the southeast in the last few years, and 

often bagged on the traditional dove hunt. The Eurasian Collared-Dove 
was first documented in Bulgaria and was confined to a relatively small 
area around the Black and Aegean seas. It was later introduced to “Vest 
Germany, and into Western Europe. Several breeding pairs were released 
in the Bahamas in the early 1970's to establish a breeding flock. They 
soon spread through the Caribbean and eventually made their way to 
Florida in the early 1980's. In the last 20 years they have increased in 
number and expanded their range across the southern United States. 

The Eurasian Collard-Dove prefers to feed around grain bins or other 
places where grain is stored. If grain storage facilities are not readily 
ivailable they will feed on waste grain in fields much like the morning 
love, Collard doves do not mix with or associate with morning doves. 

Distinguishing the Eurasian Collard-Dove from the more common 
morning dove can be difficult. The two most distinguishable characteris- 
tics are their larger size and the distinet black band or collar around the 
Eurasian Dove's neck. Another way to identify these new arrivals is by 
their distinct call, which sounds like “kuk-koooo-kook” with distinct short 
pauses between calls. Morning doves have a longer pause between their 
familiar “koo koo koo” and call usually only when resting or landing. The 
Eurasian Collared-Dove call is sharper, louder, and often made while in 
flight as well as when landing. 

Hunters will find the Eurasian Collared-Dove a welcome bonus, as their 
number seems to be steadily increasing in this area. They are a bonus to 
the daily bag limit because Alabama game laws do not regulate the season 
or bag limit for this dove. Hunters may bag these doves in addition to the 
allowable limit of morning doves. However, one must be certain they 
have properly identified this new dove if they are bagging it after obtain- 
ing a limit of morning doves. Failure to do so could result in a fine if they 
bag another morning dove 

From all reports, the Eurasian Collard-Dove tastes like a morning dove 
and it doesn’t take as many of these larger doves to feed a family. If popu- 
lations continue to increase, and no problems are encountered, the 
Eurasian Collared-Dove may end up joining the Bobwhite and morning 
dove as Alabama game birds.

What our children eat while grow 
ing up can have dramatic conse 
quences for their health in adult life 
The Expert Panel on Blood Choles 
terol Levels in Children and Ado 
lescents, part of a federal organiza 
tion in charge of educating the pub 
lic about the consequences of fat 
and cholesterol in their diets, 
released a report that will make 
health-conscious cooks smile 

In essence it said that children 
over age 2 should follow the same 
fat and cholesterol guidelines con 
sidered desirable for adults. This 
doesn’t mean special meals or spe 
cial dietS—just encourage the 
whole tamily to eat more fruits, 
vegetables, and whole grains; and

mall fats; and 

3. kids should consume fewer 
than 300 mg of cholesterol per day 

What these figures mean for most 
families is changing some ideas 
about the kinds of foods kids need 
to grow on, The primary goal ot 
the diet in childhood is to achieve 
normal growth and development 
You don’t need to teed children 
whole milk and cream cheese to do 
this. What allows for growth is 
more calories, not higher-fat foods 

Using the broad range of plant 
food recommended by the Food 
Guide Pyramid as a starting place, 
then adding a judicious amount of 
fat to boost calorie intake is recom- 


Snacks are another way of help 
ing children get the calories they 
need, Choosing low-fat snacks can 
keep the total daily fat intake within 
the recommended margins. Adults 
have the idea that snacks are bad for 
kids. Yet, especially young children 
with little stomachs can’t eat huge 
quantities of food at any one sitting 
They need mini-meals to get a sutti 
cient number of calories each day 
If the term “snack” means potato 
chips and soft drinks, then some
